The College of Augurs was inftituted at Rome by 
Numa. There were at firſt but four, all Patriciang. But 
this Honour being afterwards communicated to the 
People by the Oguirian Law, five more were added to 
them; and as added fix : 80 that the Co at laſt 
"conſiſted of fifteen. They were held in high Repute, 
and "their Office was one of the moſt important; fince 
it was in their Power to fruſtrate all the Reſotations 
both of the Senate and of the People.

Ib. Auguflus had made a Vow, in the Year of Rome 
711, to eret a Temple to Mars the Avenger, after he 
ſhould have done Juſtice on the Murderers of Cæſar. 
But the Multiplicity of Affairs in which he was in- 
volved, or his Flow of Proſperity, made him forget bis 
Vow, and he ſeems to have theught no-more of it, till 
after Phraztes had ſent back the Roman Enſigns, in the 
Year 733. Then the Joy ariſing from this unhoped-for 
Felicity, induced him to ifſue out Orders for the build- 
ing this Temple on the Capitoline Hill z not ſo much 
for the Accompliſhment of his Vow, as to place thoſe 
Enfigns there, and to ereft this Monunſent to his Va- 
nity. From whence comes it to paſs then, that Horace 
D here only of Jupiter, and ſays not one Word 
about Mars? The Truth of the Matter is this: This 
Temple, which had been yowed in 711, was not begun 
to be built till 733, nor finiſhed till eighteen Years af- 
terwards, wiz. in the Year of Rome 751, under this 
Prince's 13th Conſulſhip, who then made a ſolemn De- 
dication of it with great Pomp, treated the Romans 
with a magnificent Combat of, Gladiators, and exhi- 
bited alſo a Naumachia, cr $ea-Fight, in the Circus; as 
we learn from /eleius, who was preſent at theſe Sports. 
Theſe Enſigns, therefore, were carried and placed in 
the Temple of Jupiter Capitoline, while this Temple 
was building. It was impoſſible for Horace to ſpeak 
of the Temple of Mars the Avenger, ſince it was not 
finiſhed or conſecrated till fix Years after his Death.

this Ode, in which he gives a beautiful Deſcription-of

For what ap- 


pears by the Context, it might be only a private Ode ad- 
dreſſed by the Poet to Apollo, deſiring him to inſpire his 
Muſe ; and, even in this Light, it rather merits Par- 


don than Applauſe.
